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Birds get final 
say over plans 
for straw plant

CONTENTIOUS plans to build a large 
straw pelletising plant in Ely are being 
recommended for approval - but only 
if the applicants can prove the devel¬ 
opment will not have too much of an 
impact on bitterns breeding nearby. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee will meet 
next Wednesday to discuss Pelco Dis¬ 
tribution’s plans to build the plant on 
land south-west of The Potter Group 
premises in Queen Adelaide Way. 

Residents and organisations have 
raised numerous concerns, including 
pollution, noise and extra HGV traffic 
in Ely and the surrounding villages. 

However, it is the impact the plant - 
which would be 100m long and have 
a tower 47m high - could have on 



Ely’s conservation area, including the 
adjacent Roswell Pits, which is caus¬ 
ing planners the most concern, and 
in particular 
the effects it 
could have on 
the bitterns in 
the reedbeds 
there. 

According 
to the RSPB, 
the bittern is 
a Red List spe¬ 
cies - one of the most threatened in 
the UK - and both the Cambridgeshire 
Wildlife Trust and Ely Wildspace group 
have raised concerns. 

The council’s senior planning officer, 
Rebecca Saunt, is recommending that 
members “delegate the approval of the 
application to the planning manager, 
subject to further investigation of the 
impacts on booming bittern and sub-

ject to the draft recommended condi¬ 
tions”. 

If approved, Pelco Distribution says 
that over the course of a year the plant 
would process around 150,000 tonnes 
of wheat and oil seed rape straw gath¬ 
ered from farms within a 50-mile ra¬ 
dius. 

Baled straw would be delivered to 
the site by HGVs before being convert¬ 
ed into pellets and transported by rail 
to renewable energy plants across the 
region. 

Concerns have also been raised 
about the effect the plant could have 
on views of Ely Cathedral but planners 
insist the public benefits, mainly the 
creation of jobs, outweigh the impact.

Phoebe’s bed 
is installed!

AN autistic toddler is finally 
able to get the good night’s 
sleep she needs - thanks 
to an army of support from 
local residents, businesses 
and organisations. 

A story about Gemma and 
Chris Matthews’ fundrais¬ 
ing campaign only appeared 
in Ely News on May 14 and 
just eight weeks later they 
had raised the £5,844 they 
needed to buy a special¬ 
ist ‘safe and sound’ bed for 
their daughter, Phoebe, who 
was diagnosed with autism 
in February 

Last Thursday, the bed 
was fitted in three-year-old 
Phoebe’s bedroom at their 
home in St Andrews Close, 
Sutton, and her parents say 
the difference the bed has 
made already is “amazing”. 

Gemma, 30, said: “We 
can’t thank everyone enough 
for making this happen. 

“We did as much fund¬ 
raising as we could but with¬ 
out the support of the local 
shops, businesses, clubs, 
charities and people, many 
of whom we have never 
even met, we would have 
never been in a position to 
buy the bed. 

“The donations we re¬ 
ceived were overwhelm¬ 
ing and when the story ap¬ 
peared in the Ely News and 
Cambridge News it really 
helped. 

“Phoebe’s new bed has 
made a massive difference 
already; it’s amazing. 

“In her old bed, Phoebe 
didn’t sleep at all well. Her 
main sleep was between 
7pm and 11pm. She was 
then awake every hour until 
3 am when she was then up 
for the day. 

“Chris and I were having 
to sleep alternate nights on 
Phoebe’s bedroom floor as 
she has no awareness of 
danger so she used to throw 


herself off her bed. 

“We also had to fit crash 
mats to her bedroom walls 
as she was headbutting 
them in her sleep. We were 
never able to relax as we 
were always worried she was 
going to harm herself during 
the night. 

“This bed enables her to 
sleep in a bed that is 100 per 
cent safe. 

“She is now sleeping from 
7pm right the way through 
to 5am, which is just un¬ 
heard of for her, so the dif¬ 


ference it has made to us as 
a family is huge.” 

Gemma and Chris, who 
also have an autistic son, 
Samuel, 4, had to give up 
their taxi business in 2013 to 
care for their children. 

The Central England Co¬ 
operative store in Wisbech 
Road, Littleport, has also 
donated £1,765 to enable 
the couple to buy a specialist 
travel bed for Phoebe, which 
means she will also now be 
able to enjoy overnight stays 
with her grandparents.

cigarettes, vodka and beer has 
avoided a jail sentence. 

Damian Trojak, 26, of 
Woodfen Road, Littleport, was 
caught selling the illegal items 
from his car at a farm near Ely by 
HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) 
officers. 

Officers found he had 9,980 
cigarettes, 56.3 litres of vodka 
and 546 litres of beer in his car. 

The total excise duty due on 
the goods seized is estimated as 
£3,614. 

Trojak was charged with 
being fraudulently concerned 
in the evasion of duty and 
was sentenced to a six-month 
suspended prison sentence, plus 
240 hours of community service, 
at Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Maddy Ratnett, from HMRC, 
said: "Selling smuggled alcohol 
and tobacco goods without 
paying the duty is fraud. 

"This criminal activity damages 
not only the UK economy but the 
livelihoods of local shop keepers.

A GARAGE owner has de¬ 
scribed his shock after a 
tractor crashed into a house 
he owns for the second time 
in less than four years. 

A tractor towing a trailer 
carrying maize ploughed into 
the house next to Wilburton 
Garage in the High Street on 
Sunday morning. 

The property is owned by 
Karen and David Coupland, 
who rent it out. They were 
away at the time. 

Police said the driver of 
the tractor, a 26-year-old 
man from Ely, was arrested 
at the scene on suspicion of 
drink driving, but was later 
released with no further ac¬ 
tion. 

A spokeswoman for Preto¬ 
ria Energy Company Ltd said 
the tractor was transporting 
maize to one of their anaero¬ 
bic digester plants - but that 
it was being driven by a third 
party firm contracted by 
their company. 

Mr Coupland said: “Ka¬ 
ren and I were away for the 
weekend on the Lincolnshire 


coast so we had to pack eve¬ 
rything up and rush back. 

“It’s just unbelievable to 
think it’s happened again. 
The impact of the collision 
has gone through the whole 
property.” 

The first collision hap¬ 
pened in January 2011 and 
Mr and Mrs Coupland’s 
daughter, Lisa, and her part¬ 
ner, Stuart Loton, were left 
homeless. 

Mr Coupland said: “It took 
us 19 months to repair the 
house properly following 
the last crash so goodness 
knows how long it will take 
this time. 

“Structural engineers have 
been out and the guy who 
rents the property from us, 
who was out at work at the 
time, says he will remain 
there for as long as he can as 


it’s such a lot of hassle hav¬ 
ing to put everything into 
storage.” 

The collision has sparked 
fresh calls for the speed limit 
through Wilburton and sur¬ 
rounding villages to be re¬ 
duced. 

However, the Pretoria 
Energy Company spokes¬ 
woman and a spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire police both 
confirmed that a tracking 
device on the tractor showed 
the vehicle was not speeding 
when the crash happened. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “People are generally 
heeding our advice to drive 
appropriately and to the 
conditions as in the past 
three years there have been 
just three collisions on this 
section of the A1123.”

Taxi driver left 
woman alone 
on the roadside 


A TAXI driver who left a 
woman alone on the side of a 
country road near Ely in the 
middle of the night has had 
his appeal against his licence 
suspension dismissed. 

Mark Cooney who runs 
the ‘Spotted in Ely’ Facebook 
page, had his taxi licence 
suspended by East Cambs 
District Council (ECDC) fol¬ 
lowing the incident in the 
early hours of February 15. 

Maggie Camp, on behalf 
of the council, explained 
Mr Cooney, 44, picked up a 
group of three women from 
the Market Street taxi rank in 
Ely at about 1.20am. 

After dropping off two of 
them in High Barns, Ely, he 
then proceeded on the jour¬ 
ney with the third woman, 
who he’d had contact with 
previously on social media. 

However after a disagree¬ 
ment Mr Cooney, of Brew- 
house Lane, Soham, asked 
her to leave the vehicle in 
Chettisham. 

The court heard the worn-

an, who had been drinking, 
had questioned what would 
happen if someone didn’t 
pay for a taxi and had also 
made comments about a 
photograph which had been 
posted on Facebook. 

Ms Camp said ECDC’s taxi 
licencing sub-committee 
suspended Mr Cooney’s joint 
hackney carriage and private 
hire licence on April 17. 

She added: “Mr Cooney 
could have refused to take 
[her] but instead he took 
the chance to exact some re¬ 
venge on her and her family 
by way of his employment. 
He has not since apologised 
or expressed remorse for 
what he did.” 

However Mr Cooney, who 
was working for A10 Taxis at 
the time, said he had been 
subjected to a “barrage” of 
questions in the taxi which 
became more aggressive. 


He added the woman’s line 
of questioning also led him 
to believe he would not be 
paid for the journey. 

Mr Cooney, who repre¬ 
sented himself in court, said: 
“The volume got louder and 
eventually I didn’t think it 
was safe to carry on with the 
journey. 

“This was a one-off iso¬ 
lated case involving a family 
I have been involved with in 
the past who wanted to tar¬ 
nish my good name.” 

The passenger countered 
these claims and said she 
had been left about a mile 
from her boyfriend’s house. 

Lead magistrate, Christine 
Shaw, said the bench did not 
accept it was a deliberate or 
targeted attack, but believed 
Mr Cooney’s actions showed 
a “lack of judgement” and 
they dismissed his appeal. 

She added: “You left a 
young woman in a coun¬ 
try area at 1.30am and you 
didn’t take any steps to en¬ 
sure her safety.”

The second 
was also a mainly civilian target the 
Germans bombed during the Polish 
Invasion which had initiated the 
Second World War. 

With slightly more legitimacy the 
Luftwaffe bombed Rotterdam 
May1940 and commenced bombing 
Cities and towns in the UK in the 
Battle of Britain. 

When they lost that the Luftwaffe 
commenced the Bombing of 
Coventry on 14 November 1940 on 
the direct order of Hitler. 

The raid was continuous for, I 
believe my father said 14 hours, 
concentrating mainly on the civilian 
centre rather than the factories on the 
outskirts. 

An RAF Firefighter, dad spent days 
off base assisting the civilian brigades, 
extinguishing fires and rescuing 
people from their homes. Back on 
base it was releasing airmen trapped 
in their aircraft following crash 
landings. 

Serving with the 2nd TAF towards 
the end of the war, he was called to 
a fire at Eisenhower's Headquarters 
during the Battle of the Bulge, 
managing to preserve the General's 
Communications with the field, for 
which action together with another 
crew led by Reginald Wright of 
Cambridge, they were mentioned in 
despatches. 

At the end of the war he was involved 
in the rebuilding of the local German 
fire brigades, before discharge.

It can take 
many forms - pressure selling, unfair 
contracts, overpriced or substandard 
home maintenance, phony consumer 
surveys or bogus charity collections. 
Buying on your doorstep can be 
convenient. However, a doorstep 
seller who uses clever tactics can 
pressurise someone into buying 
something they don't actually want or 
that's poor value for money. Don't 
be rushed. If it sounds too good to 
be true, then it probably is. 

To help where cold calling has been 
a particular problem, the Council 
works with the police and with 
parish councils and local residents 
to help them set up a 'No Cold 
Calling Zones' in their street or 
neighbourhood.

A MAN who stabbed a shop¬ 
per without warning or prov¬ 
ocation at a petrol station in 
Soham has been jailed. 

Edward Parker, of Orchard 
Row, Soham, stabbed his 
34-year-old victim at the BP 
station in Fordham Road on 
September 4 last year. 

His victim was looking at 
the sandwiches in the shop 
area of the station when he 
was stabbed in the abdomen 
with a large knife. 

Parker did not know his vic¬ 
tim, who was left with a 4cm 
deep wound which required

surgery. 

Parker was found guilty 
of wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
after a trial at King’s Lynn 
Crown Court in May. 

Last week at Norwich 
Crown Court he was sen¬ 
tenced to five years in prison. 

When released he will then 
spend a further five years on 
parole. 

DC Peter Ware, from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, said: 
“Parker was a complete stran¬ 


ger to the victim so he would 
have had no warning at all of 
what he was about to do. 

“It was a terrifying attack 
and it’s only luck that the in¬ 
jury was not more serious or 
even fatal. 

“The incident also caused 
a great deal of distress to sev¬ 
eral witnesses and no doubt 
lots of concern among local 
people. 

“The sentence given re¬ 
flects the severity of the of¬ 
fence and the public will 
be safer with Parker behind 
bars.”

Wind turbines: 
online petition 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans to erect two wind 
turbines near Ely have 
launched an online petition. 

The Stop Stretham Wind 
Farm Group (SSWFG) was 
set up in October after plans 
for two 102m high turbines 
to be sited in Cambridge 
Road, Stretham, were resur¬ 
rected. 

Farmer Chris Attle re¬ 
submitted his proposals for 
Redhill Farm to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
last autumn just weeks after 
he withdrew them. 

They were withdrawn as 
he was having problems 
connecting the proposed 
turbines to the National 
Grid, however those issues 
have now been resolved. 

The proposed turbines 
have proved controversial 
among local residents. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who is a 
county and district member 
for Stretham, and who is ad¬ 
vising the SSWFG, said: “The 
benefits of any wind turbine 
application are far lower 
than the disadvantages they

bring. 

“These turbines are one 
and a half times the height 
of the tower of Ely Cathe¬ 
dral. That is just not accept¬ 
able. 

“As a Fenman, I am a great 
lover of the big, open skies of 
Cambridgeshire and these 
turbines would certainly 
ruin the views. It’s not fair 
on the thousands of people 
who live in the area.” 

Among the objectors is 
Peter Binns, of High Street, 
Stretham. 

He said: “The siting of two 
102m high turbines in this 
location would be totally 
out of proportion with the 
surrounding landscape. 

“Their presence would 
represent a significant loss 
of visual amenity in an area 
of great natural beauty and 
historial significance. 

“Wind turbines have 
proved to be among the 
least efficient methods of 
generating green energy and 


the negative impacts on the 
area and its residents would 
far outweigh even the most 
optimistic claims for the 
turbines’ contribution to 
renewable energy genera¬ 
tion.” 

Frederick and Barbara 
Benge, of Cambridge Road. 
They said: “You would see 
these masts for miles from 
every direction. 

“Not only would they be 
very visual, there is the noise 
to consider, flashing when 
the sun shines on them, and 
possible effects for migraine 
and epilepsy sufferers.” 

The applicants are pro¬ 
posing to offer five per cent 
of the turbines’ annual in¬ 
come to Stretham Parish 
Council.

Got pennies to 
spend a penny? 


RESIDENTS and visitors in 
Ely could soon be charged to 
spend a penny in the city’s 
public toilets. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council, which is re¬ 
sponsible for nine toilets in 
total in Ely, Littleport, Bur- 
well and Fordham, launched 
a review earlier this year to 
assess the way its public 
conveniences are currently 
run. 

The council says the re¬ 
view also assessed the cur¬ 
rent state of the loos, which 
cost over £200,000 a year 
to run and maintain - and 
looked at how other cities 
and towns manage their toi¬ 
lets. 

According to the author¬ 
ity, one of the ways other 
councils fund their public 
conveniences is through a 
nominal charge which is 
then invested into improv¬ 
ing the facilities. 

A public consultation is 
being launched to ask peo¬ 
ple how they would feel 
about being charged to use

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the toilets in Ely, Littleport, 
Fordham and Burwell. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the council’s com¬ 
mercial services committee, 
said: “We are progressing 
well with our review into the 
public conveniences which 
has involved assessing the 
investment required to keep 
the toilets as they are to 
how much it would cost to 
improve them to a higher 
standard. 

“We have also spent a lot 
of time looking at what oth¬ 
er authorities do, which we 
have uncovered is to charge 
a small amount which then 
goes to improve the facili¬ 
ties. 

“This is an option which 
we think is worth testing 
with the public to see what 
they think. 

“The toilets in the district 
currently cost over £200,000 
a year to maintain so our 


review is looking at the best 
way to meet these costs 
and keep all of the facilities 
open. 

“We hope lots of people 
will get involved in the con¬ 
sultation so we can gauge 
how they would feel about 
potentially having to pay to 
use the public conveniences 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

“This is your chance to 
have your say.” 

Members of the commer¬ 
cial services committee are 
being asked to approve the 
outline of the public consul¬ 
tation when they meet this 
week. 

The public consultation 
will then be launched later 
this summer.

WORK on a £1 million refurbish¬ 
ment of over 100 properties in Ely 
- bringing improvements and cost 
savings to residents - is due to be 
finished this summer. 

The 121 properties in New Barns 
Avenue, a Sanctuary Group-owned 
social housing development, are 
currently receiving a large range 
of exterior insulation works to im¬ 
prove the look and efficiency of the 
homes.

A COMPANY has launched an 
innovative recycling service 
to help businesses avoid the 
environmental and financial costs 
of sending food waste to landfill. 

Ellgia Recycling, based on Ely's 
Lancaster Way Business Park, says 
its new food recycling service 
offers businesses a simple means 
to comply with increasing levels of 
legislation concerning food waste. 

Under current law, all food 
businesses that produce more 
than 50kg of food waste a week 
are required to have a separate 
food waste recycling stream. 

However, from January 1 
2016, all food businesses that 
produce over 5kg of food waste 
a week will be required to have 
a separate food waste recycling 
stream. 

By January 1, 2020, there will 
be a ban on all biodegradable 
municipal waste going to landfill. 

According to WRAF) 920,000 
tonnes of food is thrown away 
every year by the hospitality and 
food service sector alone, costing 


£2.5 million and producing 
between 460,000 - 920,000 
tonnes of carbon dioxide. 

Ellgia Recycling sends all 
food waste to a local anaerobic 
digestion plant, which is then 
broken down to produce biogas 
and bio fertiliser. 

As part of its new service, the 
firm has invested in new bins 
that are specifically developed to 
collect food waste, with rounded 
bottoms so that food does not 
stick, and replacement liners that 
are provided on collection to 
keep the bins clean. 

Collections will take place 
weekly, more frequently if 
required, and will take food 
and packaging, including fruit 
and vegetables, meat and 
fish (uncooked and cooked), 
packaged food, canned food, 
bakery waste, canteen waste and 
kitchen scraps.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address.

T HE Kaiser Chiefs are coming to Newmarket 
Nights. Ahead of their show, we've pulled 
together some lesser-known facts about 
the band... 

1: Before settling on their current name, the 
band were known as Parva, the name that they 
kept from 2000 till 2003. Not quite so snappy, 
is it? 

2: The new and improved name was inspired 
by South African football club Kaizer Chiefs FC 
(spot the difference). The club had come to the 
Yorkshire lads' attention as it was the first team 
that Leeds United captain Lucas Radebe had 
played for. 

3: Nick Hodgson, who left the band in 2012, 
was not just the drummer. He in fact also wrote 


the lyrics for the band's biggest hits. 

4: Since the parting of the ways, Nick has 
gone on to other projects, including working 
with Cambridge's own singer-songwriter Alicia 
Catling. 

5: The band's track record has been 
impressive, including a stack of hit singles 
including number one smash Ruby. In total, 
up to August last year they had sold an eye¬ 
popping 1.1 million singles, making them one 
among the Brit best-sellers of the noughties. 

6: Their best song, though, remains the 
poppy, sparky, witty takedown of British 
boozing culture and big nights out I Predict A 
Riot. 

7: Ricky Wilson underwent quite the 


transformation from choirboy-cheeked stocky 
stamper to lithe, slick TV star in time for his 
debut season as a chair-swivelling judge on The 
Voice. 

8: The band visited Cambridge as the 
opening band on the NME Tour line-up of 2005 
(supporting - and pretty much upstaging, from 
what I can remember - Killers, Futureheads and 
Bloc Party). 

They also returned that year to headline 
Cambridge Junction, and have 2013 
Newmarket Nights and Corn Exchange headline 
slots under their belt. 

After their first visit Ricky said: "We loved 
Cambridge. It was brilliant. I walked around 
and felt like I had wasted my life, I should have 


been a bit brainier. 

"I was even flicking my scarf over my shoulder 
like a proper student."

288 steps to 


MUST begin with a confession: in my 
20-odd years living in Cambridge, I 
have never once visited Ely Cathedral. 
This architectural tour de force 
is a revered film location for major 
Hollywood movies, but a building, 
shamefully, I'd only ever admired from 
afar; usually fleetingly while sitting aboard 
the Ely to Sheffield train during my 
university years. 

I know, I know: it's a travesty, nay a 
crime, but, before you banish me forever, 
Fens folk, I am determined to put on my 
tourist hat and right this colossal wrong... 

Arriving at the cathedral, known locally 
as the 'Ship of the Fens' because of its 
prominent position above the pancake- 
flat landscape, on a sunny summer's day, 

I immediately realise what 
I've been missing. With

its spine-tingling beauty and gigantic 
proportions, it's the kind of building 
which makes you want to drop to your 
knees in awe. 

The first sighting does, quite literally, 
take your breath away. 

Wandering inside, the sound of angelic 
choral music echoing off the walls, the 
magic doesn't wane for a second. I look 
above and catch a glimpse of dazzling 
stained glass windows casting beams of 
colour across the vast space; I look behind 
and am greeted with the sight of gothic 
archways framing the elegant nave, the 
fourth longest of the English cathedrals. If 
Carlsberg did cathedrals . . . 

I'm introduced to Mark 
Bradford, my tour guide for 

( the afternoon, and he tells me 
we'll not only be exploring 
the Octagon Tower, rightly 
considered the jewel in the 
cathedral crown, but also the 
West Tower, which stands at a 
staggering 215 feet, dominating 
the Fenland landscape 
for miles around. I 
congratulate myself for 
remembering to wear 
sensible shoes! 


long building. He's also got seriously 
impressive lungs, climbing hundreds and 
hundreds of steps up to 10 times a day 
during the tours. "It definitely keeps me 
fit," he chuckles. 

We head first, via several narrow 
spiral staircases, to the gallery, then into 
the open air on the roof of the transept, 
before ducking under a narrow doorway 
(trying my best to fend off any feelings of 
claustrophobia) and up another staircase to 
the roof space of the Octagon Tower. 

It's not the tallest of Ely's towers, 
but one of the most celebrated, 

and considered by many a 
masterpiece of medieval 
engineering. "It's the only UK 
building to be listed as one of 
the wonders of the medieval 
world," Mark tells me proudly. 


Mark is a wealth 
of knowledge on the 
cathedral, aware of 
every single nook 
and cranny in this 
sprawling 537ft- 
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Heaven 



You can see why: it's breathtakingly beautiful, 
particularly when witnessed up close, peeking 
through the wooden shutters, painted with 
Victorian angels. 

The unique idea of building an octagon 
surmounted by a lantern (the tower's crowning 
glory), came after the collapse of the original 
Norman tower in 1322. Built in wood and 
covered in lead, it took 18 years to build, and 
has an internal height of 142ft and a total 
weight of 400 tons. They don't do things in half 
measures at Ely Cathedral. 

After plenty of 'Ooohs' and Ahhhs' - looking 
down from the Octagon roof to the nave below 
is quite something - we continue our journey 
up to the cathedral's West Tower. There's rather 
a lot of steps and, red-faced and wheezy, I have 
serious respect for Mark tackling the route so 
frequently. 

Eventually we reach the top, and whether or 
not it is, as claimed, possible to see the tower 
from almost every church in the diocese, the 
views are so worth the climb. 


It's a clear day, and you can see for miles (25 
apparently), and Mark is even able to point out 
the Cambridge University Library tower on the 
horizon. 

As I Instagram the view for all its worth, I 
realise how special it feels to be up here, but 
how small and insignificant I feel, too. 

On our way back down I make a stop at 
the Stained Glass Museum, a little-known 
secret of Ely Cathedral which houses a national 
collection of some of the most stunning stained 
glass in the world. Offering a unique insight 
into the history of the art form, with examples 
from the 13th to 21 st centuries, it is well worth 
a visit. 

As my cathedral tour draws to a close (I 
highly recommend you finish with a post-climb 
treat at the Almonry; the date and walnut 
cake is legendary and, after that many steps, 
essential), I vow to ensure it's not another 26 
years before I visit again. 

Because that, dear reader, would be a crime 
of epic proportions.

Against an average repair 
quote of £286, premium 
makers Mercedes and BMW 
fared surprisingly well. They 
were respectively 9th and 10th 
with average quotes of £211 
and £209 as Lexus came in 
a creditable 5th too, at just 
£192.

Peacock: Browne 
is not invincible 



Sayers in GB 
squad for World 
Championships 

JAVELIN thrower Goldie Sayers has 
been named in the Great Britain 
squad to compete at the World 
Athletics Championships in China in 
August. 

The former King's Ely student 
(below), who is on her way back 
after a long-term injury, is part of a 
62-strong team heading to Beijing 
from August 22 to 30. 

Sayers competed in her first javelin 
event of the year last week, throwing 



59.53m at the Loughborough EAP 
Open Meeting and then following it 
with a world championship-qualifying 
mark of 62.09m at the Anniversary 
Games last weekend. 

"It was only my second 
competition, I feel off of a full run 
up there is a lot more to come," said 
Sayers after the event at London's 
Olympic Stadium. 

"With another month I can throw 
even further. 

"It was lovely being back in the 
stadium after such a bad injury and 
surgery with complications and a really 
long recovery. I felt I did myself justice." 


JONNIE Peacock may have lost 
out once again to American rival 
Richard Browne, but the sprinter 
insists no-one is invincible in the 
world of Paralympic sport. 

Browne has been untouchable 
since 2013, and Sunday’s Sainsbury’s 
Anniversary Games triumph over 
Peacock by 0.06 seconds in the T44 
100m was the latest of 23 straight 
victories for the American. 

But Doddington-based Peacock 
is adamant he is making up ground 
on Browne, and is confident he 
can overturn the deficit ahead of 
the World Championships in Doha 
later this year. 

“At the end of the day there will 
always come a time when someone 
who is unbeaten is going to get 
beat - I was unbeaten in 2012,” 
said the 22-year-old Paralympic 
and world champion. 

“I’m not worried. For me, today 
wasn’t about racing him, it was 
trying to race myself and put down 
a really good time, but with the 
conditions that was not to be. 

“It was a bit of a hit and miss 
performance really. I’ve got to look 
at both the positives and negatives 
- I got the first 10 wrong, and the 
last 20 wrong. 

“But that race really stands me 


in good stead for the future as from 
20 to 50 I’ve never seen myself run 
that quick before. 

“So if I can put that alongside 
one of my starts from last year, I 
think I’ll be in really good shape. 

“Paralympic sport has moved on 


hugely from five years ago - thanks 
to everyone who turned up because 
the noise they made was insane.”

JORDAN Gill maintained 
his unbeaten record with a 
points victory over George 
Gachechiladze at the 
Derby Arena last Saturday. 

The Chatteris boxer had 
been training at Sheffield's 
renowned Ingle Gym in 
the build-up to the fight, 
along with doing extra 
strength and conditioning 
work at Hallam University 
in the city. 

Gill has also invested 
in a nutritionist to advise 
him on how to fuel his 
body in order to enhance 
his training, performance 
and recovery as he seeks 
to establish himself as 
one of the top super¬ 
featherweights in the 
country. 

Those preparations 
stood the 21 -year-old in 
good stead as he got ready 
to face Georgian opponent 
Gachechiladze, who had 
recorded nine knockout

Gill dominated the 
contest though, winning 
all six rounds on referee 
Shaun Messer's scorecard 
to triumph 60-54. 

The result means Gill 
extends his unbeaten 
record to 14 wins from 
as many bouts and is 
targeting a shot at the 
English title, which could 
come against Southern 
Area champion Jamie 
Speight later this year. 

"He was a tough 
opponent," said Gill. 

"My hands are so 
bruised so his head must 
be too. 

"I have now won all 14 
of my professional fights, 
the English title is next. 

"I'd love to see 
the arena full of my 
supporters from Fenland 
and beyond."

BRADY Stone believes there are more 
players like Alex Theobald capable of 
making an impact at Ely’s level. 

Striker Theobald netted both goals 
for the Robins last Friday as they beat 
Soham 2-1 in the derby clash at the 
Unwin Ground.
